Stuehser, Was First 


White Child Born In Town 
"" 
Of Harrison

To Jacob Stuehser belongs tho hon- 


or of being the first white child born 
In the town of Harrison and the vil- 
lage of Sherwood and the earliest liv- 
ing, white settler. 
> 


In early days Mr. Steuhser says, 


the Indians used to call at his father's 
log cabin in Sherwood to exchange 
venison for bread and sometimes to 
beg. 
Although at times there were 


hundreds of Indians camped on his 
father's land they were invariably well 
behaved, trustworthy, and never for- 
got a favor or forgave an injury. 


Under the Influence of the white 


man's whiskey, the Indians surpassed 
tho hilarious, boisterous and pugna- 
clous. Mr. Steuhser tells a story of 
Indians who, having imbibed 
freely 


called one night at a log shanty on 
his father's farm, occupied at the time 
by a lone white man As soon as they 
•were admitted, the Indians started to 
fight. 
' 


Fearing that they might Injure each 


other, the white man joined in the 
fracas with the sole purpose of part- 
Ing the belligerents, but to his sur- 
prieo. he had no sooner broken their 
"holds on each other than they sprang 
at him. 


As the white man knew that battles 


to to the stronger battalions, he con- 


i centrated all the power at his com- 
! maud in a blow- directed at the near- 
i est Indian. He stunned this assailant 
'and grabbing a gun he fired 
point 


•. blank at the other. The shot took ef- 
'fect In the cheek of the standing In- 
dain and ended the battle for the time 


>• ' being but It was the starting'point of a. 


.feeling of insecurity on the part of the 
white man and burning desire for ven- 
geance on the part of both Indians. 


Knowing that the Indians in the vi- 


dnlty • would make common cause or 
the shooting and would soon be on his 
trail, the white man fled precipitately 
and nothing was seen or heard of him 
for several days. 


Finally, one day, a rumor reached the 


Indian village that the white man had 
returned to his home in Calumet to 
visit his family. Without warning a 
party of braves appeared at tho door 
of the house under suspicion and in- 
quired for the fugitive. The wife de- 
filed all knoowledge of his where- 
abouts but the man was hiding in an- 
outbuilding. 


Deeply impressed with that warn- 


ing, the fugitive fled to the northern 
part of the state and did not return 
I again until the territory about Sher- 
'wood'was well settled and the Indians 
'had left. 
Peter Stuehser, Jacob's father, set- 


tled on a farm In "Washlngton-co m 
1850. 
Later he moved to Menasha 


'where he lived two years. As he was 
naturally inclined to the woods and 
farming, the loss of his dwelling In 
Menasha, by fire was the occasion for 
him to set out from Menasha for Kau. 
kauna to look up Indian lands to/the 
'north. Passing through Darboy, he 
•met Godfried Hartzheim who Inform- 
ed him that the land was better in 
Sherwood than that north of Kaukau- 
na, and advised him to go to Sher- 
wood. Mr.~Steuhser acted on this ad-

Fresh-Water For 
Bathing Luxury 
On Ocean Liners 


(From Tho Ocean Ferry.) ' 


"When enumerating's tho 
vaMous 


comforts to bo found on tho modern 
ocean liner, fcw^seonlo consider what 
some of them. cost. 


Take for example such a common 


place thing—in those times—as your 
dally bath when'on a voyage. There 
la a bath available for every passon 
ger, whether In first, second or third 
class. This for every 
day of 
the 


voyage. This 
means 
special 
ma- 


chinery, tanks, pipes and valves for 
tho supplying of water 
for baths 


alone: tho consumption of coal for 
heating water, and special labor to 
look after tho equipment and 
the 


pumping, not to mention tho time of 
the stewards who take caro of the 
baths. 


Talcing a bath at sea used to be a 


restricted, not to say a painful pro- 
cess. A bucket or a small wooden tub 
•was tne vehicle of ablution. If fresh 
water was used, it was doled out most 
sparingly. Salt water of course was 
plentiful enough, but unless 
fresh 


was also used, the result in cleanli- 
ness was not very satisfactory. 


Now the taking of a bath on an 


ocean liner is not only simple, so far 
as the passenger observes, but it is a 
dally rite. The 
passenger is ap- 


proached when the voyage begins, by 
his/bedroom steward, who asks him to 
arrange an hour for his bath. If he 
has ff. private bathroom attached to 
his stateroom, he can bathe at any 
hour that pleases him. Otherwise he 
puts his name down on the list, for 
a certain hour each morning. "When 
that hour arrives, on the dot, comes 
the tap-tap of the bathroom steward 
on his door, and the low call, "Your 
bath is ready, Sir." 


The procedure of taking a bath at 


sea is pretty well standardized on all 
liners. The bathtub, you 
note, Is 


larger and deeper than the average 
one on shore. This is to 
prevent 


slopping of the waiter from the motion 
of the ship. 


The novice in ocean travel may ex- 


press surprise to find that the clear, 
greenish water in his bath is salt. 
He may never^have taken a salt 
bath. If ho tries (o use soap in It, 
disappointment is his portion. 
No 


lather results. 


But the bath Is not complete with- 


out a small tube of fresh water which 
usually is placed on a board across 
one' end of the bathtub. The board 
has cleats on it to prevent it slipping 
off the tub, and others to keep the 
small tub in place. 


The fresh water Is'also warm, and 


is soft enough to mako a. generous 
lather. By Its aid the bather can 
remove the dust of a day from his 
person. Then he can, take a plunge 
In the Invigorating salt water. Or if 
he~prefers, he can immerse in the salt 
water first, and rinse his person off 
with the fresh. It Is a matter of de- 
tail. 


As bearing, on the economic phase 


Of .bathing at sea details of the sea 
going bathroom should be noted. The 
floor is mosaic, the walls -white tiled, 
or finished in enamel. There Is an 
electric heater, and a mahogany wall 
cabinet with grilled front, for holding 
bath towels. You note the towels are 
generously large, and of the best 
quality. On the floor In "front of the 
tub is a cork mat, sometimes covered 
with a turkish floor mat, having the 
name of the line woven into it.

It is worthy of note tha 
no charge is made for baths on a 
liner. You may fee the bath steward 
and that is the end of your expense 
account of the bath.

of each liner are great tanks for hold 
ing salt water for the baths. Thes< 
are equipped with coils of heating 
pipes, through which steam is passed 
bringing the temperature of the wa 
ter up to about 140 degrees. It is 
maintained at this point by means o: 
a thermostat which turns on the 
steam when heat is required, am 
turns It off when the water reaches 
the required temperature. 


Down in the engine room is a steam 


pump -which supplies the water for 
these tanks, through a pipe running 
from the ship's side, well below the 
water line. This piece of machinery 
requires tho. attention of an engineer 
or liis assistants. Hence its upkeep 
costs money. Then the steam to op 
erate this pump must be considered 
as an item of expense.

"0 gallons in a week of ocean voyage- 
a figure that would stagger the cap' 
tain of an old-time sailing packet, 
who would have considered a quart 
a day a reasonable allowance of wa- 
ter per passenger.

British Protectorate Has Crown 


Civilized Under White 


Control 


By Associated Press 


London—There's a healthy shock 


waiting birth control advocates In far 
away Papua. 
In tho -Pacific 
ocean 


north of Australia. 
Tho natives of 


this thriving community appear never 
to have been .bothered about birth 
control, for the most popular govern- 
ment regulation down there at pres- 
ent Is a baby bonus for native women. 


Col. J. H. P. Murray, lieutenant-gov 


ernor of Papua, recently in London, 
explained In an interview the methods 
which have been adopted by the Pap- 
uan authorities to make it the best 
regulated and most industrious of the 
South Sea protectorates. 


He says that under a system of ba- 


by bonus, if a native woman has 
four children living her husband's tax 
Is remitted. The mother 'receives a 
bonus of five shillings, with an extra 
allowance for each additional child. 


The intention of the baby bonus is 


not, however, td show contempt for 
the birth control ^advocates, but is in- 
tended to hold up the mother of a 
large family as a person of distinction 
in the village. The old native idea 
was to despise the mother of many 
children. 
The officials set about to 


change the prevailing' thought, and 
the recent census report would tend 
to show that they have started in the 
right manner. 


Col. Murray's report on the Indus- 


try and thrift of the najives explodes 
another theory of the life of the South 
Seas as being one long rest beneath 
palm trees, with dark skinned maid- 
ens hovering in the background. 


This impression evidently is quite 


incorrect, and even tho tendency of 
the native toward a little cannibalism 
and head hunting has given way, un- 
der the influence of tho British ofli: 
cials, to more peaceful pursuits of 
farming and road making. 


A native of Papua must not only 


keep his village clean; repair and re- 
build his house from time to time as 
directed by the government and make 
and repair roads, but hs must also 
gather cocoanuts or rice and pay a 
tax. 


In addition he has to fish and hunt 


and cultivate his own gardens in or- 
der to provide for the wants of him- 
self and his family. Under these reg- 
ulations the tribes of'the 'district'have 
been changed from idle and warlike 
natives into honest citizens.
